To  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  GOOLE. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1954.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  80th  in  the  series. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

303  live  births  were  registered,  which  was  24  less  than 
in  1953.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  15.6  per  1,000  population  and, 
by  the  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth 
Rate  of  15.1.  Although  comparing  favourably  with  the  County 
figure  of  15.1  and  the  National  figure  of  15.2  it  is  actually  the 
lowest  Birth  Rate  ever  recorded  for  the  town.  There  were  10 
stillbirths  notified  and  11  of  all  births  were  illegitimate. 

348  deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  amongst 
residents  of  the  Borough  and  this  gives  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
17.9  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  18.6. 
An  analysis  shows  that  84  of  the  deaths  in  St.  John’s  Hospital 
were  patients  who  would  previously  have  been  regarded  as  non- 
residents. It  is  my  intention  to  disregard  these  deaths  each  year 
and  present  a Local  Death  Rate  which  will  enable  the  comparison 
with  the  last  eighty  years  to  be  maintained. 

On  this  basis  the  Local  Death  Rate  for  1954  was  13.6 


11  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year  and  of  these 
6 occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  This  gives  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  36.3  and  a Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  of  19.6. 
The  National  Rates  were  25.5  and  17.7  respectively.  There  was  no 
death  from  maternal  causes  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  : 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  totalled  135,  this  improved 
figure  being  due  to  the  almost  complete  absence  of  measles.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  cases  were  whooping  cough  which  was  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  winter  of  1953-54.  Immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  is  proceeding  quietly  but  numbers  are  still  too  low  to  show 
much  influence  on  the  incidence  but  no  immunised  child  developed 
the  disease  during  the  epidemic. 


Influenza  of  a mild  type  (virus  B)  was  epidemic  through- 
out November  and  December,  the  incidence  appearing  to  be  partic- 
ularly heavy  in  the  schools.  During  December  a sharp  outbreak 
of  enteritis  associated  with  respiratory  catarrhal  symptoms  occurred 
in  a residential  nursery,  about  12  children  being  affected.  Labora- 
tory investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  casual  organism  so  I must 
agree  with  the  paediatrician’s  opinion  that  it  was  a virus  diarrhoea. 


FLOODING.  : 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  November,  1954,  the  wTorst 
flooding  for  many  years  occurred  in  Goole  and  District  when  the 
rivers  Ouse  and  Aire  overflowed  their  banks. 

Tho  Ouse  River  Board  reported  that  the  22ft.  5in.  tide  at 
Goole  was  the  highest  recorded  in  70  years  and  goes  on  to  say  that 
it  was  due  to  a surge  in  the  North  Sea  coinciding  with  a high 
spring  tide.  Normally  the  south-westerly  gales  tend  to  reduce  the 
extent  to  wThich  the  tides  at  Goole  are  overblown  but  the  absence 
of  this  wind  allowed  the  full  effect  to  be  felt  at  Goole.  All  the 
rivers  draining  into  the  Ouse  were  in  flood  and  the  result  was  a 
level  of  water  at  Goole  1ft.  8in.  higher  than  that  experienced  on 
the  coast  in  January  1953. 

Water  poured  over  the  bank  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Cemetery  and  Richmond  Drive  flooding  the  ground  floors  of  several 
houses.  Water  overflowed  from  the  River  Don  into  Percy  Street 
and  Vermuyden  Terrace  flooding  cellars  and  one  house.  The  floods 
subsided  rapidly  so  that  no  particular  public  health  problems  arose 
but  considerable  mess  and  no  little  damage  resulted. 


NATIONAL  WELFARE  FOODS  : 

On  the  28th  June,  1954,  the  sale  of  such  Welfare  Foods  as 
National  Dried  Milks,  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Ministry  of  Food  Office  to  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  supplies  since  then  have  been  obtainable  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres. 

In  conclusion  I must  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Committee,  the  Staffs 
of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  the 
Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic  for  their  co-operation  during  1954.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


* * ❖ ❖ 

Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale 
clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades.  The  Corporation 
own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  owns  over 
fifteen  hundred  dwellings  and  has  made  the  necessary  provision  for 
the  building  of  another  six  hundred  during  the  next  five  years. 
Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is 
now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment 
is  very  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the 
people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have 
been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole 
can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

During  the  fourteen  and  a half  years  of  control  the  slaughterhouse 
has  been  used  to  such  capacity  that  it  has  been  practicable  to  carry 
out  only  absolutely  essential  maintenance  works.  The  following 
works  should  be  carried  out  with  the  minimum  of  delay  after  the 
end  of  control,  so  as  to  prevent  further  deterioration  of  the 
buildings  : — 

The  whole  of  the  steam  pipe  lines  need  thoroughly  overhauling 
and  relagging.  The  cold  water  service  system  also  needs  thoroughly 
overhauling.  The  cold  water  taps  in  the  various  rooms  and  parts 
of  the  slaughterhouse  should  be  of  a standard  pattern  so  that  a 
hose  can  be  coupled  up  to  any  tap  in  the  slaughterhouse  curtilage. 
The  whole  of  the  exposed  structural  steel  work  needs  chipping, 
wire  brushing,  red-leading  and  repainting.  The  whole  of  the  over- 
head tracking  needs  chipping,  wire  brushing,  red-leading  and  re- 
painting. The  boarded  ceilings  in  the  cooling  room  and  the  main 
slaughterha.ll  (including  the  louvres  and  skylights)  need  to  be 
cleaned  down  and  revarnished.  The  steel-work  of  all  the  windows 
needs  chipping,  wire  brushing,  red-leading  and  repainting  inside 
and  out.  The  windows  in  the  fat  room  should  be  made  to  open  and 
close  freely.  The  old  black-out  paint  should  be  removed  from  the 
windows  in  the  sheep  lairage.  A good  number  of  glazed  bricks 
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need  renewing  in  the  cooling  room.  The  dado  in  the  messroom 
needs  repainting  and  the  walls  above  the  dado  and  the  ceiling 
need  washing.  Openings  used  for  ventilation  purposes  need  new 
fly-proof  gauze  fixing  and  many  windows  need  reglazing.  The 
offices  vacated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  need  distempering.  There 
are  also  many  items  of  minor  disrepair  which  it  would  be  tedious 
to  enumerate  but  which  should  also  have  attention.

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WATER. 


The  municipal  corporation  owns  the  water  undertaking  and 
distribute^  the  water  within  the  whole  area  of  the  Borough  as  well 
as  some  parts  of  the  surrounding  rural  district.  The  water  is 
extracted  by  means  of  wells  and  boreholes  from  the  sandstone 
beds  at  Pollington  about  eleven  miles  from  Goole.  Peak  period 
consumption  and  the  necessary  working  pressure  in  mains  and 
services  are  provided  for  by  two  water  towers. 

Every  dwelling  house  in  the  town  has  water  on  tap  within 
its  own  curtilage  and  except  for  about  150  houses  earmarked  for 
clearance,  each  house  has  an  internal  water  supply.  During  the 
year  24  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  22  Samples  were 
classified  as  highly  satisfactory  and  2 samples  as  unsatisfactory 
for  a chlorinated  supply.  One  sample  was  sent  for  chemical 
analysis  and  the  following  is  a copy  of  the  analysts  report: —

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  from  Public  Swimming  Baths 

The  water  in  the  swimming  pool  at  the  Public  Baths  is  purified 
by  chlorination,  filtration  and  aeration.  During  the  year  38  samples 
were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  31 
were  classified  as  highly  satisfactory  and  7 as  not  satisfactory  for 
a chlorinated  water.  Following  upon  these  unsatisfactory  reports 
adjustments  were  made  in  the  plant  to  promote  a better  circulation 
of  water  in  the  pool  with  an  improvement  reflected  in  the  last  24 
samples  when  23  were  highly  satisfactory. 


MILK 

Because  of  shortage  of  staff  and  pressure  of  other  duties  very 
little  milk  sampling  was  done  during  the  year.  Three  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  and  one  sample  of  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised 
milk  processed  by  the  Goole  Co-operative  Society  were  all  found 
to  be  satisfactory  and  none  unsatisfactory.  Four  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  and  one  of  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  milk 
processed  by  Northern  Dairies  Ltd.  were  all  found  to  be  satis- 
factory and  none  unsatisfactory.  One  sample  of  sterilised  milk 
processed  by  the  P.C.S.  Milk  Co.  Ltd.,  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Of  two  samples  of  raw  milk  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion one  was  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.  Six  samples  of 
milk  were  examined  for  tuberculosis  and  six  for  brucella  abortus 
were  all  found  to  be  negative. 

Acting  upon  the  information  contained  in  a circular  letter 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  the  suspected  impurity  of 
a certain  brand  of  Irish  Tinned  Cream  a visit  was  made  to  every 
shop  in  the  Borough  where  such  an  article  of  food  might  be  sold. 
A small  quantity  was  found  in  one  shop,  this  was  withdrawn  from 
sale  and  has  been  returned  to  the  central  depot  from  which  it  was 
issued  pending  further  investigations. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


Excepting  for  the  new  estates  no  extensions  or  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  sewerage  system.  Choked  or  defective  drains  or 
waterclosets  were  responsible  for  172  of  the  complaints  during  the 
year.  With  the  co-operation  existing  between  the  large  estate 
agents  and  your  officials  most  of  these  stoppages  are  cleared 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  complaint  being  made. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION— DWELLINGHOUSES 

The  only  occupied  dwellinghouses  with  pail-closets  are  as  follows

Bennett's  Cottage  and  Potter  Grange  are  too  far  distant  from  a 
public  sewer  to  convert  and  the  remaining  six  houses  are  to  be 
closed  when  they  are  vacated.

There  are  still  8 pail-closets  to  be  abolished  at  No.  1 and  No.  2 
Dry  Docks  and  the  Old  Customs  House.

HOUSING. 

132  dwellings  became  available  for  letting  during  the  year — 
104  new  houses  and  28  casual  vacancies.

The  hutted  camps  in  Centenary  Road  and  Coronation  Street 
are  now  demolished.  In  Swinefleet  Road  four  of  the  huts  have 
been  closed  and  two  remain  occupied  but  will  be  closed  before 
Mid-1955.  The  Council’s  proposals  for  slum  clearance  during  the 
next  five  years  involve  the  demolition  of  350  houses  and  70  houses 
a year  are  to  be  earmarked  for  the  rehousing  of  the  families  to  be 
displaced.  This  will  slow  down  the  rehousing  of  those  families 
whose  need  is  based  on  factors  other  than  that  of  living  in  an 
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insanitary  house.  The  number  of  families  who  are  living  as  sub 
tenants  or  lodgers  is  much  less  than  it  was  a year  ago.  Many  have 
obtained  the  tenancy  of  a privately  owned  house  and  many  have 
bought  a house.  I believe  that  many  more  would  buy  a house  if 
they  knew  more  about  the  facilities  which  exist  to  enable  them 
to  get  a loan  for  this  purpose  and  the  facilities  by  which  they  can 
get  a grant  to  improve  a house  deficient  in  modern  conveniences. 
During  the  year  25  applications  have  been  made  for  improvement 
grants,  final  approval  has  been  given  to  15,  conditional  approval 
to  8,  and  only  2 have  been  refused.  Inhabitants  who  either  wish 
to  buy  a house  or  to  improve  a house  of  which  they  are  the  owners 
will  receive  every  assistance  from  the  officers  of  the  Council.  The 
war-time  and  post-war  conditions  have  made  it  difficult  to  attempt 
any  slum  clearance  but  no  chance  has  been  missed  to  close  an 
unfit  house.  Since  the  finish  of  hostilities,  6 houses  have  been 
closed  by  agreement  with  the  owners  and  will  not  again  be  used 
for  human  habitation.  21  houses  have  been  vacated  and  are  to 
be  demolished.  2 houses  have  been  demolished  and  1 cellar 
dwelling  has  been  closed. 

DISINFESTATIONS 

The  chief  causes  of  complaint  have  been  cockroaches  and  ants, 
bugs  being  only  complained  of  in  3 instances.  Every  assistance 
has  been  given  to  the  occupier  by  treatment  and  advice.  Where 
structural  faults  have  aggravated  the  infestation  these  have  been 
dealt  with. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Infestations  by  rats  or  mice  were  responsible  for  113  complaints. 
These  were  dealt  with  by  the  methods  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  were  all  brought  to  a successful 
conclusion  . Advice  was  given  to  the  occupiers  and  steps  taken  to 
have  structural  faults  remedied.  A routine  treatment  of  sewers 
was  made  in  October  with  apparently  successful  results  and  will 
be  repeated  before  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRITS 

29  storage  tanks  were  tested  by  air  under  pressure.  2 tanks  were 
found  to  be  leaking  and  were  put  out  of  use.  1 has  been  replaced 
by  a new  tank,  the  other  has  not  been  replaced  as  the  licensee  has 
made  other  arrangements. 


CINEMAS 

The  Tower  Theatre  and  the  Cinema  Palace  have  been  decorated 
through-out  internally  at  the  request  of  this  department.

RAINFALL  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


A rain-gauge  is  kept  by  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive 
at  the  offices  in  Stanhope  Street.  A combined  rain-gauge  and 
atmospheric-pollution  recorder  is  kept  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
Bartholomew  Avenue.  Another  rain-gauge  is  kept  at  the  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  Pollington  about  eleven  miles  distant  from  Goole. 
The  following  table  shows  the  measurement  of  rainfall  recorded  at 
each  of  these  gauges  and  also  the  weight  of  solid  matter  deposited 
in  tons  per  square  mile  as  recorded  by  the  gauge  at  Bartholomew 
Avenue.
